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Program Notes 


Romantic Brahms 


In today’s performance, the Handel and 
Haydn Society offers the premiere of 
Fanfare of Voices by Tom Vignieri, 
commissioned by the Society for 
performance during the Handel 
celebration year. All of the works 
performed today reflect a keen 
understanding of the musical past by 
containing the best characteristics of 
earlier composers, but revealed under 
new light. 





Vignieri: Fanfare for Voices 

As Tom Vingieri considered how to 
compose an appropriate homage to 
Handel for this celebratory season, 
three aspects of the Baroque 
composer's oeuvre stood out: its 
marvelous theatricality, the outstanding 
quality of the vocal music, and its 
idiosyncratic use of trumpets, drums 
and organ. Several phrases from John 
Dreyden’s Ode for St. Cecilia’s Day, a 
text Handel himself set in 1739, struck 
Vignieri as particularly descriptive of 
these characteristics, and as testimony 
to the enduring legacy of Handel’s 
music. The “heavenly harmony” of the 
words and music “close full in” on us 
from above, sung by four vocal 


quartets. Trumpets, timpani and organ 
accompany the voices from the stage. 
The notes of the principal motive of the 
fanfare, spelling out the great 
composer's initials: G-F-H (H is the 
German way of denoting B-natural), 
surround us today much like Handel's 
sacred music swirled about the vaults of 
Westminster Abbey over 250 years ago. 





Mendelssohn: Violin Concerto in E Minor 
Mendelssohn was one of the most 
influential and important musical 
figures of the first half of the 19th 
century. The web of activities in which 
he engaged interconnects composition, 
performance, education and 
conducting. Each of these areas speak 
of his profound interest in and 
knowledge of music of the past, 
especially the music of Bach, Handel, 
Mozart and Beethoven. Perhaps his 
most famous music-historical 
contribution was the 1829 performance 
of Bach’s St. Matthew Passion, the first 
since Bach’s death, for which he 
prepared performing parts and 
conducted the Berlin Singakademie, 
spawning a so-called “Bach Revival” in 
Germany. 


Soon thereafter he was named music 
director of the Lower Rhine Music Festival 
(1833-1836), and introduced Dusseldorf to 
Handel's oratorios. As music director and 
conductor of the Leipzig Gewandhaus 
Orchestra, one of Europe's best and 
oldest ensembles (founded by musicians 
who had played in Bach's collegium 
musicum), Mendelssohn programmed 
works by Bach, Handel, Gluck, Mozart, 
Haydn and Beethoven, and premiered 
works by his contemporaries. This 
familiarity with music of the past, and 
interest in German history, inspired 
Mendelssohn the composer to write 
three organ preludes and fugues modeled 
after Bach, a symphony (No. 5) composed 
for the commemoration of the 300th 
anniversary of the Reformation, with the 
last movement using Bach's 
harmonization of the Luther chorale “A 
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mighty fortress is our God,” and a 
symphony (No. 2) written in honor of the 
400th anniversary of the Gutenberg 
printing press, and patterned after 
Beethoven's Symphony No. 9 with a 
cantata finale. 


Because of Mendelssohn's vast 
knowledge of historical repertoire, and 
skill as a pianist, composer and conductor, 
the town of Leipzig tapped Mendelssohn 
to organize a city music school. The 
Leipzig Conservatory opened in 1843, and 
included among its faculty Mendelssohn, 
Robert Schumann, and Ferdinand David, 
the famous concertmaster of the 
Gewandhaus Orchestra. 


At about the same time the Leipzig 
Conservatory opened, Mendelssohn was 
working on his Violin Concerto in E Minor,

During the mid 1500's the four-string violin evolved as primarily a dancing 
instrument, whereas the 6-string, softer-sounding viol was considered the

of France ordered 38 violins made by Andrea Amati of Cremona. The Amati 
construction became the standard by which others followed in the 16th and 
17th centuries, including fellow craftsmen Stradivari and Guarneri. By the early 
1700’s the violin family (violin, viola, cello) had become the centerpieces of the 
orchestras in Europe, supplanting the viols, and were the favored solo string 
instruments of Baroque and Classical concerto repertoire. 
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seeking constant input from Ferdinand 
David, who would give the first 
performance. The bright orchestration, 
solid structure and melodic writing reflect 
the styles of Haydn and Mozart. But there 
is a lot that is new and Romantic, too. The 
soloist does not wait for the orchestra to 
introduce all of the themes of the first 
movement before entering, as was the 
practice in the Classical concerto. Instead, 
the violin is integrated into the form from 
the outset. All of the movements flow 
one to the other without pause, a 
characteristic Mendelssohn experimented 
with in all of his large orchestral works. 
Even the positioning of the cadenza in 
the first movement reflects 
Mendelssohn's preference for continuing 
material without a break, for rather than 
setting apart the closing theme at the 
end of the movement, it serves as the 
bridge to the recapitulation of the 
opening theme. 





Brahms: Symphony No. 1 in C Minor 
Like Mendelssohn, Brahms viewed his 
musical career as taking up a position 
within the long history of German 
composers. He edited music and 
incorporated works by earlier masters, 
especially Handel, Mozart, Beethoven 
and Schubert, into his programs as 
music director of the Gesellschaft der 
Musikfreunde 1772-1775. Brahms also 
collected old music manuscripts, which 
made his association with the 


Gesellschaft der Musikfreunde all the 
more rewarding. Its librarian C. F. Pohl 
was at work on his celebrated 
biography of Haydn, so Pohl was a 
wonderful font of information 
regarding Haydn. He also supplied 
Brahms with the St. Antonii Chorale, at 
that time attributed to Haydn, which 
would become the basis of Brahms’ 
Variations on a Theme by Haydn. 
Brahms found a good friend in Pohl’s 
successor Eusebius Mandyczewsky, who 
would eventually produce a thematic 
catalogue of Haydn’s known works. (The 
numbers Mandyczewsky supplied for 
the symphonies are still in use.) 


Like Mendelssohn, also, was the care 
Brahms took in employing “classical” 
structural principles to his compositions, 
gaining him the “neoclassical” label. But 
Brahms’ awareness of his historical roots 
did not pave an easy path. As you are 
sitting in your seats in Symphony Hall, 
look to the top of the proscenium arch 
and you'll see BEETHOVEN hanging high 
over your head. Such has been the image 
of the great symphonist since his death: 
“He who must always be named” when 
considering the symphonic genre. 


Beethoven seemed to be always hanging 
over Brahms’ head. Very early in his career 
Brahms was lauded by Robert Schumann 
as having “sprung like Minerva fully armed 
from the head” of the German music 
tradition and therefore Beethoven's heir, 
and later the conductor Hans von Bulow 
labeled him one of the “three B’s” of 
German music: Bach, Beethoven, Brahms. 
Brahms struggled with this role, avoiding 
writing string quartets and symphonies, 
the two genres most strongly linked to 
Beethoven, until well into his career, after 


his success had been more or less assured 
from his other types of composition. 
Brahms himself, when asked about the 
progress on his first symphony early in 
1870 by conductor Hermann Levy, 
famously replied, “You don’t know what 
it’s like to be dogged by his footsteps.” 


Indeed, Brahms had been working on this 
symphony for 18 years, and continued 
revising it for another six. The effort 
certainly had its rewards. When the work 
finally received its premiere, Hans von 
Bulow, recognizing its grandness and per 
aspera ad astra (“through struggle, to the 
stars”) emotional journey, dubbed it 
“Beethoven's Tenth.” Many comparisons 
to Beethoven's symphonies followed von 
Bulow’s assessment, confirming the 
symphony’s spot in the German 
symphonic tradition. 


Most immediately one notices the 
similarity of the key—C Minor—to 
Beethoven's famous Symphony No. 5, 
which prompted von Bulow’s sobriquet. 
Other noted influences from Beethoven 
are the motivic nature of the thematic 
material, the pervasiveness of the original 
motives throughout all movements, and 
the hymn-like character of the last 
movement's main theme, reminiscent of 
the “Ode to Joy” theme from Beethoven's 
Symphony No. 9.
